City Wants French Product, 
But Contractor Is Haul­ 
ing It to Yards 


Who owns the top of a street? 
The pioperty owner pays for it, but 
who owns it? 
The question has been 
raised 
on 
French street. 
A few years ago that 
street from Fifth to W ashington was 
paved by the petrollthic method. The 
surfacing has worn through in places, 
and it was decided to re-surface the 
entire street witli crushed rock and 
oil, such as has been used recently 
on a num ber of streets. 
The contract was secured by the I

struction Company. 
Last week the
